Officers Compelled to Battle With For- 


eigners to Place Them Under Arrest.

The rioting at the bouse began 


shortly after the men ceased work: on 
the construction of the second track 
for the Baltimore & Ohio railroad. 
Alike Povic runs the boarding house 
and is also foreman of the 21 men 
who board "with him. There are two 
other camps of workmen nearby using 
camp cars. 
Mrs. Pevic claims that 


five oC these men from 
the other 


camps called at lb.e house while her 
husband was away and the trouble 
started. The boarding boss' wife de- 
clares that all tbc five wounded re- 
sided with her husband at tho board- 
Ing house, while another foreigner 
claims that the five wounded men were 
the camp car crowd and that tbe men 
who wielded the knives were unknown 
to him. 


News of the rioting reached Dunbar 


and Constable A, C. Duncan and Po- 
liceman. George MeGivern secured Dr.s. 
W. T. AIcKiuuey and Junk and went 
to Watt house. The inmates of the 
house would not permit the officers to 
enter the house and a fierce skirmish 
of a few minutes took place, the offi- 
cers beating a retreat. Tbe foreign- 
ers finally permitted the physicians 
to enter the house and tbe physicians 
immediately decided upon removing 
the wounded men t o the hospital. 
Mike Gorcic was found in a room up 
stairs where he bad crawled after the 
encounter. He was sitting in a chair 
and the floor was co\ered with, blood. 
It was thought that he was still alive 
until the physicians touched him. 


Constable Duncan reorganized his 


forces when lie returned to Dunbar 
and returned to Watt house with 
a 


good posse of men. 
This time the 


officer was more successful, and all 
the foreigners were rounded up and 
taken to Dunbar, where they were 
held until Sheriff P. A. Johns arrived 
•with a posse of officers from -Uuion- 
towa. The trip was made in. a special 
car and all the prisoners, some o£ 
them covered with blood, were placed 
aboard the car, and left with a guard. 


The Sheriff then started out to raid 


the other t\vo camps and secured L"1 
foreigners, two of tbem "women, at 
the first camp raided. 
Several of 


them Tvero armed tvith ugly looking 
knives and put up a fight when the 
officers descended upon taein. Chief 
.ludson Sisler bad an usciting experi- 
ence in reaching the car where there 
was dancing and fiddling gojng on. A 
foreigner made a vicious slash at bim 
with a knife and caught one of his lin- 
gers, but the police chief turned upon 
him. and knocked him down. On the 
return (o Dunbar with the prisoners 
the third camp was visited and the 
other crowd gathered up. ]u all there 
were 52 arrested and all will be pros- 
ecuted.

A- Local Comparison. 


The feature of the senator's remarks 


was a comparison of development 
along the Monougahela and Allegheny 
rivers as the result of river improve- 
ment, in this connection he said: 


"At Pittsburg, as all know, two 


streams, the Allegheny and Mononga- 
hela, unite to form the Obio. While 
these streams j,nd their littorals hnve 
many points of distinction, they stood 
In their original form very nearly on 
a parity. The Allegheny drains a 
•wider and larger ba*in. Its iow water 
flow ha» been demonstrated by engi- 
neering tests to be three times that 
of the Monongahela, Tbe coal re- 
•ources of the vfonongahela basin are 
more readily .developed and superior 
ID -;extent and quality, but. the coal 
beds of the Allegheny basin are ttlso 
large, while it>. resources of a-grlciil- 


i.tura, petroleum and lumber are the 
|-greater. The vital difference between 
j them IB that Iho Monongahela was tm- 
Iprovtd by locks and dands a genera- 


tion ago, while the improvement of the 


. Allegheny Is confined to two dams 


_'•> completed within the present decade 


; and carrying reliable navigation about 
twenty mllea up the stream. 


"The Mononpahela, river valley had 


and Ohio river B promise no less than 
the lakes did. The difference in their 
transportation efficiency between the 
present ever-recurring suspensions ot 
navigation / and a reliable constant i 
nine feet of depth la greater than the 
difference between the former twelve 
to fifteen feet of depth of'lake trans- 
portation and Its improved eighteen 
to twenty-one feet. The natural re- 
sources ot that great basin will sure- 
ly bear comparison "with* those of the 
lakes. Can anyone who digests the 
results of the work already done 
doubt thai ihe proper improvement of 
snch streams would repay the govern- 
ment by enough increased revenue 
before the child born at its completion 
would reach middle age?

that a $63,000,000 debt reported by the

I would not hesitate 
to pun ran tee a greater increase with- 
in the three counties of Pennsylvania 
bordering! directly on the first thirty 
miles of the Ohio within twenty years:
